ASF secretary Mr Brian 
le Fevre said this week: 
‘“‘Foreign Affairs also 
wants us to visit Japan, 
and it will try to get us 
matches quickly in South 
Korea.” 

The ASF had hoped also 
to arrange a game in the 
Philippines but according 
to Mr le Fevre, the Philip- 
pines recently dismantled 
its national team and is 
concentrating exclusively 
on youth. 

The Socceroos’ tour, 
which will start in early 
November, will take four 
weeks. 

Japan probably will be 
the first stop and Mr le 
Fevre will try to finalise 
two matches for the Soc- 
ceroos there when he visits 
Japan next month for the 
finals of the Coca-Cola 
worldyouth 
championships. 

The Socceroos will then 
fly to Peking and play four 
matches in China before 
moving on to South Korea 
for two games.

At the age of 17, along- 
side Atti Abonyi, Willie 
Hamilton, George Harris, 
Peter Fuzes, and other 
great St George players, 
he had his first game in the 
first grade. Depsite a 2-3 
loss he received encour- 
agement from the coach 
and the rest of the first 
graders. 

His initiation was suc- 
cessful. 

Mike Johnson, 
George coach, had the 
young lad with his first 
grade squad at every op- 
portunity, developing the 
potential of the new play- 
er.

Referees’ 
blunder

A controversial refereeing 
decision robbed St. George of a 
deserved win over Marconi at 
St. George Stadium. 

With St. George leading 1-0 
three minutes from the end, 
referee Bill. Jones awarded 
Saints a free kick in their own 
penalty area. 

St. George fullback Robert 
O’Shea passed the ball over to 
Doug Utjesenovic for him to 
take the free kick. 

However, Marconi replace- 
ment striker Bertie Mariani 
assumed the free kick had 
been taken, intercepted the 
ball and pushed it past Mike 
Fraser into the net. 

To the amazement of the St. 
George players, the referee 
allowed the goal to stand. 

The incensed St. George 
team refused to kick off and 
some players, especially Roy 
Cotton and John O’Shea, were 
lucky to escape punishment 
for their open disgust toward 
the referee 

The controversial decision 
capped the display by Mr. 
Jones who continually stopped 
play unnecessarily and failed 
to appreciate what was and 
what was not a foul, often 
making the wrong decision 
which upset players and crowd 
alike. 

The game highlighted a 
growing problem in the Philips 
League where referees, from 
centres such as Queensland 
and Newcastle in particular, 
are obviously not up to the 
standard required. 

This is not surprising as 
most of those referees have 
spent their careers in what 
was previously a relatively 
low standard of soccer. Their 
performances reflect this lack 
of experience, 

Mr Jones has refereed in 
Newcastle for 26 years. 

The Philips League adminis- 
tration will have to solve this 
problem. 

St. George completely domi- 
nated the game with Its goal- 
keeper Mike Fraser tested 
only twice, both from long 
range. 

Saints had excellent chances 
to Phil O'Connor twice and 
Ray Cotton once, plus numer- 
ous half chances, none of 
which were put away. 

Ironically it was an own goal 
by Marconi’s John Russell, fol- 
lowing a Gnavi Mihajlovic 
build up, which opened Saint’s 
scoring after 70 minutes. Rudi 
Gnavi had been one of Saints’ 
many stars on the day 
against a lethargic Marconi. 

Throughout the game Gnavi 
continually gave probing 
through-balls to Saints’ stri- 
hers. the type of supply we 
usually expect from Roberto 
Vieri 

Marconi’s strikers, Janko- 
vic. Krncevic and Sharne were 
very static, setting themselves 
mainly for wall passes which 
broke down against the tight 
marking of Grosse, Harris and 
Robert O'Shea. 

Marconi also lacked width, 
which along with their slow 
build-up, allowed their speedy 
front trio little room to exploit 
their quickness. Peter Sharne 
in particular was completely 
shut out of the game. Ivo 
Prskalo was their best play- 
ers. 

Saints looked a good side on 
the day and a look at their sub- 
stitutes’ bench showed the 
strength of their formidable 
squad. 

Stars such as Rudi Della 
Picca, Martin Coe, new ex- 
pensive signing Nick Fenough- 
ty, plus under 19 representa- 
tives Paul Kay and Peter 
Katholos were not needed, 

while big striker Neville 
Morgan was not even stripped. 

Marconi cannot afford many 
more lethargic and tactically 
inept performances such as 
this one or their big points lead 
could slip away.

Footscray J.U.S.T. may 
have been playing against a 
makeshift Sydney City team 
bit it was nevertheless a much 
improved performance by the 
Blues — just ask City goalkee- 
per Todd Clarke. 

“You fellaws have given 10 
points to a few players in the 
best player ratings. I'd give 
Clarké 11,’ Footscray coach 
Bobby McLachlan said after 
the game. 

It wasn’t that Clarke had 
many powerful shots to save, 
but his positioning was per- 
fect, particularly to cut out 
crosses and intercept attack- 
ers. 

Footscray's improvement 
was most evident in its attack 
and its midfield. 

The midfield was more dis- 
ciplined than usual. Joe Pi- 
cioane covered quite well and 
tried to play the ball earlier, 
although he was again caught 
in possession a few times. 
McLachlan named his other 
midfielder, Siabodan Jovano- 
vic, as the man of the match. 
Jovanovic stayed back, as 
McLachlan wanted him. too, he 
played good early passes for- 
ward and he got through a lot 
of work as well. 

Footscray's defence, featur- 
ing sweeper Jim O'Reilly, 
played his first game since 
transferring from Heidelberg 
United, also looked more solid, 
although it was playing against 
only one effective Sydney City 
forward, Murray Barnes. An- 
other new man in the defence 
was Zoran Ilioski, pulled back 
from midfield to snuff out the 
danger posed by Joe Watson. 

Watson did not make a 
single dangerous raid before 
he and Footscray’s ,Mirko Ru- 
jevic were sent off by referee 
Bob Kerr just before half 
time. The other City forward, 
Nelio Borges, hardly got a 
kick. 

City played without tall cen- 
tral striker Terry Smith who 
was dropped to the Federation 
team due to bad form. Hilton 
Silva also played in the Feder- 
ation team but he played well 
enough to sygpest he will be 
back in the PSL on Sunday. 

Key defender Eddie Thom- 
son also missed the match due 
to injury and the rearguard 
was weakened even further 
when Steve O'Connor was 
carried off with an ankle in- 
jury, to be replaced by Gomez 
in the 35th minute. 

What was left bore little re- 
semblance to the Sydney City 
(Hakoah) machine which Mel- 
bourne fans admire: Murray 
Barnes battled hard in attack, 
Ernie Campbell provided a 
few of the magical runs for 
which he is renowned and John 
Stevenson performed with his 
usual grit and efficiency in 
midfield, but there were no 
memorable moments in this 
performance. 

Footscray gave City a taste 
of things to come when Pa- 
linkas stormed past Ian Bruce 
on the right and played the ball. 
square for Ollerton but his shot 
in the middle was blocked in 
only the second minute of the 
game. 

Then Lujic had a similar run 
on the left, past Kevin Mullen, 
who was left stranded after 
committing himself too far up. 
Lujic cut the ball back to Pi- 
cioane but his shot was 
blocked, too. 

Ollerton got away on a 
through ball and looked set to 
score but goalkeeper Clarke 
dashed out to meet him. 

Palinkas was away on the 
right in a promising Footscray 
move but the linesman waved 
it offside, even though Steve 
O’Connor was lying injured on 
the ground a long way ahead of 
play. O’Connor was carried off 
and Footsray’s attack was 
wrecked, 

Footscray put together an 
excellent move from Andrija 
Ristic to Palinkas, to Jovanov- 
ic and then to Lujic who 
dashed past the last defenders 
into the penalty area but 
again, Clarke came out 
brilliantly to smother.

West Adelaide maintained 
its dominance over Canberra 
City with a sparkling 2-0 win at 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 

West made sweeping 
changes to its line-up due to in- 
juries and suspension. 

Vic Bozanic (groin), Barry 
Reynolds (ankle) and Con 
Kambas (suspension) missed 
the crucial game while David 
Pillans who last played against 
Adelaide City in June failed a 
late fitness test. 

Coach Tom F orde brought in 
young defender Nick Pan- 
tsaras to cover for Reynolds 
while Graham Honeyman 
joined David Jones at the 
back. 

Following its appalling per- 
ormance against Olympic (0- 
0) the week before, West was 
given little hope of beating Ca- 
nberra which has one of the 
best away records in the lea- 
gue. 

But it was evident from the 
start that West wanted both 
points. 

It tackled hard and had 
Canberra reeling early. 

Midfielder Peter Boyle 
almost shot West into the lead 
with a savage 18 metre shot 
which goalkeeper Steve Hos- 
zowski brilliantly turned 
around the far post with a 
lunging save. 

But two minutes later 
Canberra’s Jim Cant shot pow- 
erfully and Martyn Crook 
foiled the attempt with a fine 
save. 

Canberra gradually moved 
into gear and its star player 
Ian Callaghan was proving a 
major problem to West. 

He was particularly effec- 
tive when he dropped into the 
midfield and some of his pass- 
ing was brilliant. 

Canberra looked all set to 
score in the 35th minute when 
Scottish striker Don Maclaren 
pounced onto the back from 
five metres but Crook foiled 
the attempt.

In yet another solid home 
performance, Brisbane City 
cleared a major hurdle in their 
quest for a top four position by 
beating a plucky and unlucky 
Heidelberg United 31, to 
record their first victory over 
the Melbourne club since the 
PSL began. 

But although it was a great 
effort to overcome the fluent 
Heidelberg by such a con- 
vincing margin, Brisbane City 
must realise everything went 
right for them in this match. 

Yet for all that, City reaily 
should have pressed home 
their advantage of a 3-0 lead 
just after half time to go for a 
bonus scoring point. They had 
ample opportunity to do so. 

City could not have hoped 
for a better start, when mid- 
fielder Kevin Low shot them to 
the lead after only three min- 
utes, 

Barry Kelso’s cross from 
the right took a deflection and 
lobbed over Yakka Banovic’s 
head to hit the crossbar. It 
rolled loose and John Coyne 
laid his pass back for Low, 
who found the corner to notch 
his ninth goal of the season, 

The early setback certainly 
did not deter Heidelberg as 
they threw themselves for- 
ward to produce the type of 
football which obviously 
helped them to crush Marconi 
4-0 a few weeks back. 

Jim Tansey crossed a tre- 
mendous ball for Gary Cole, 
who outjumped the defence 
but watched Kim Wishart back 
pedal and shove it just over the 
bar. From the resultant corner 
by Jimmy Rooney, Taylor had 
a shot which appeared to touch 
George Potter's arm, but he 
vigorously rubbed his heart 
and referee Reeves waved 
play on/ 

In the 19th minute, City 
races to a 2-0 lead, a virtual 
gift thanks to some poor judg- 
ement by Banovic. Pimblett 
and Coyne worked a great 
move on the right to find the 
overlapping Perry, whose at- 
tempted forceful cross zipped 
over the retreating Banovic’s 
head and into the net. 

This type of killer blow 
would have ended the ambition 
of most sides, but not Heidel- 
berg, and with an ounce of luck 
could well have been back on 
level terms by half time. 

Then Rooney pushed Cole 
wide and in his haste to try and 
shake off Potter, the big stri- 
ker pushed the ball too far 
ahead and Wishart was able to 
advance and snaffle. 


Rooney took the first of four 
almost consecutive corners in 
fine style always looking for a 
man on the near post, and 
which caused the City defence 
no end of trouble until Wishart 
finally grabbed one safely. 

The second half was only 
feur minutes old when City 
swept to a 3-0 lead, in almost a 
carbon copy of their first half 
opening. It was a tremendous 
team goal, involving five play- 
ers, 

Perry controlled the ball 
near the halfway line and laid 
it back to Pimblett, who neatly 
chipped through a long ball for 
the charging Caldwell on the 
wing. 

Caldweil's cross evaded 
Campbell, but found Low, who 
slipped it back into the middle 
and Campbell did the rest by 
side-footing home. Even at 
this stage, Heidelberg refused 
to slachen their tempo and 
fully realised attack was the 
best means to try and prevent 
a fourth City goal. 

Nereo Saftich replaced 
Kelso with youngster Mark 
Brusasco, a decision which 
irked City supporters, but it 
seemed Kelso was not fully fit 
because of a flu attack. 

City supplied plenty of 
leadup work, enough really to 
provide the vital fourth goal 
and the match was kept at a 
high entertaining level by Hei- 
delberg’s counter-attacking, 
although Buljevic, Cole and 
Rooney soon began to make 
mistakes through sheer frus- 
tration. 

With City pitching forward 
in the dying minutes, Taylor 
snatched the goal with ease, 
following a long Rooney run, 

It was another great team 
effort by City with sweeper 
Potter and hardworking mid- 
fielder Pimblett agajn the real 
starsin terms of football abili- 
ty.

Andy Scott, the man who 
moved from APIA to Sydney 
Olympic after a few rounds of 
the Philips League this year, 
has not had much luck since 
his unexpected move, but with 
28 minutes to go, the lanky 
striker was brought into the 
game against his old club and 
at the expense of his old mate, 
Clive Eaton. 

Almost immediately, Scott 
made an impact that shattered 
his old side. With Skellern on 
his heels, Scott managed to 
turn before pushing the ball 
past the APIA fullback. Scott's 
long reach proved decisive in 
the end as the two men raced 
for the ball. Flicking the ball 
with the inside of his left foot, 
Scott provided an ideal oppor- 
tunity for Graham Jennings 
some five metres from the 
line. Wasting no time at all, 
the young Socceroo headed 
past Woodhouse to give his 
side the lead. 

Six minutes later, Andy 
Scott put the issue beyond 
doubt with a well-taken goal 
following a tremendous shot 
by the other Olympic replace- 
ment, Karaspyros. The ball 
bounced off the crossbar and 
into play for Scott to lunge at it 
and push it back into the net. 

APIA made some late 
changes to alter the course of 
the game but by then, it was 
too late and Olympic had the 
points. 

While Scott made it all 
happen for Olympic in the last 
20 minutes, APIA supporters 
left the ground wondering, 
what does APIA have to do to 
win a game? They played well 
in the first half and created a 
number of scoring opportuni- 
ties. Roberts hit the post in the 
first half and almost from the 
restart of the second half 
APIA attacked through Stone 
and Reed to see a shot by Reed 
hit the crossbar. 

An inch one way or the 
other! 

A phrase that often comes of 
the lips of those who lose. In 
this particular match APIA 
had just one too many chances 
in the first half to complain 
about its second-half doom.

But even the well organised 
Adelaide City defence present- 
ed the local team with some 
golden opportunities but the 
Newcastle United forwards 
unfortunately squandered the 
chances.

He is 
100 per cent physically fit, 
has lost none of his skill, 
and is as keen on the game 
as he was when, as a Six- 
year-old, he held his place 
in an Under 10 side. 

He has a proud tradition 
to uphold. His grandfather, 
the late Mr Jim Curran, 
played in some of the earl- 
iest teams in the North 80 
years ago. He played many 
times for Newcastle in 
those early days and was a 
noted goal scorer, just as 
is his grandson, of whom 
he would be proud, as are 
those who have followed 
‘Bunny’ Curran’s remark- 
able career. 

Asked what was his best 
tour, Curran says, with 
impish grin: ‘‘The Next.” 





A NEW RECORD AT 
HEIDELBERG GAME? 


Newcastle KB United attracted its third crowd of more than 
10,000 to a premiership match this season when it drew with Adel- 
aide City at the International Sports Centre last Saturday. 

The crowd was 12,143. That makes the aggregate attendance 
for the nine Philips League Championship home matches 91,702, 
an average of 10,187 over the season. 

The biggest attendance was at the sixth round match against 
Sydney Olympic on April 14 when 18,367 passed through the turn- 
stiles. Last Saturday’s crowd was the next best while the other 
crowd of more than 10,000 was that which watched KB United 
defeat APIA-Leichhardt a fortnight before. 

In two successive matches at home KB United has attracted an 
aggregate attendance of 22,155. 

If the side defeats Sydney Olympic in Sydney this weekend it is 
almost certain that last Saturday's big attendance will be topped 
on August 4. 

The visiting team that day will be Heidelberg which is challeng- 
ing KB United for its place on the points score table. 

KB United has had attendances of 8000 on more in eight of its 
nine home fixtures this season, its lowest being 7091 when it met 
and defeated the lowly South Melbourne team. 


With four of its 13 home premiership matches still to be played, 
less than an aggregate of 10,000 spectators is needed to bring up 
the 100,000 for the season. It will not be long before some fortun- 
ate follower will pass through the turnstile to be greeted by an 
official with the welcome news that he, or she, is the 100,000th to 
make the stile click and so will receive free admission to the 
club's matches for life. 


Add to the growing attendance for premiership fixtures the

club is headed to set an attendance record that will make other 
clubs greatly envious.

THREE away wins in a row by the national side brought the international 
fixtures to a close this season and gave new hope to the West Germans that 


at last they've turned the corner. 


The gloom which descended after those insipid goalless 
draws with Malta and Turkey was dispersed thanks to the 
2-0 victory over Wales (European Championship), the 3-1 
against the Republic of Ireland and 3-1 v Iceland. 

In the last two matches manager Jupp Derwall was 
able to experiment, as from the established team the Spa- 
nish ‘‘mercenaries’’ Rainer Bonhof and Uli Stielike were 
not available, while centre forward Klaus Fischer (Schal- 
ke) and full back Bernard Dietz (MSV Duisburg) were 
needed for rearranged League matches of vital import- 
ance to their relegation threatened clubs. 

Goalkeeper Burdenski (Werder Bremen) and forward 
Kijaus Allofs (Fortuna Dusseldorf) left the party after the 
Ireland game, also because of club commitments. 

In Dublin no fewer than five new caps were introduced 
— two more players made successful debuts in Reykiavik 
helping to restore the national side’s prestige. 

Against Eire full back Bernd Forster 23, elder brother 
of the national stopper Karl-Heinz, striker Dieter 
Hoeness 26 (both from VfB Stuttgart) and midfielder 
Bernd Schuster 19 (Cologne) began the match, whilst 
midfielders William “Jimmy” Hartwig 24 and Casper 
Memering 25 (both Hamburger SV) came on in the 70th 
minute as substitutes. 

in Reyhiavik goalkeeper Harald Schumacher 25 (Co- 
logne) in the second half and midfielder Jurgen Groh 22 
(Kaiserslautern) from the start, celebrated their first ap- 
pearance for their country. 

No other German team manager has ever launched so 
many newcomers in one match as Derwall had done 
against Fire. He was rewarded with a fine win — Rum- 
menigge. Kelsch (who came on as substitute) and 
Hoeness scored the goals. 

In Iceland, Kelsch and Hoeness (2) hit their three, so 
that Hoeness scored three goals in his first two inter- 
nationals in a highly promising start for the younger 
brother of the famous World Cup star Uli, whom he will 
join in the summer at Bayern Munich. 

Derwall was well pleased with the successful end to his 
first season in charge. Under his guidance the Germans 
were unbeaten in eight internationals — six of them 
away. 

Derwall is now looking forwrd to clinching a place in 
the finals of the European Championship. The squad has 
been enlarged, but also enriched by several players who 
have brought more character, style and commitment to 
the national side. 

West Germany’s new champions are Hamburger SV, 
who clinched their first title since 1960, the fourth over- 
all, but first ever in the Bundesliga. 
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It was a great triumph for their team manager, the 
Yugoslav Branko Zebec (50) in his first year in office. He 
brought a calming influence to the badly shaken team 
(only tenth last season) and organised the squad, who 
thanks to a consistent run-in at the finish deservedly won 
the championship. 

England’s international forward Kevin Keegan im- 
proved in the second half of the season to become the 
club’s top scorer with 16 goals and won general acclaim 
in this country. First-class displays by internationals like 
keeper Kargus, Kaltz and Buljan (a Yugoslav) in 
defence, Memering and Hartwig (both recently capped) 
in midfield and Hrubesch in attack, have also been in- 
strumental in Hamburg’s title triumph. The sterling 
work of the backroom staff, the more professional atti- 
tude of the board and general manager Gunter Netzer 
pulling the business strings, were also contributing 
factors to the success story. 

The most disturbing aspect of the Bundesliga 
championship has been the dramatic rise in the number 
of sent off players. Kaiserslautern probably lost the 
chance of winning the title after three key men had been 
dismissed: defenders Hans-Gunter Neues and Hans- 
Peter Briegel, as well as the international centre forward

promotion to the Vic-_ 


torian State League. 

Pocock, who quit State 
League soccer this season 
because he was sick of the 
pressure, will not continue as 
player/coach of Wests if the 
club goes up 

Instead, Ray will start in 
earnest his coaching career, 
which has been shaped by 
former Australian national 
coach Rale Rasic. 

Ray has immense respect 
for Rasic, despite the fact that 
it was Rasic who inflicted on 
Pocock the most bitter dis- 
appointment he suffered 
during his playing days.. 

The bitter moment came 
when Ray learned he had been 
omitted from Australia’s 1974 
World Cup squad, after being 
named in the last 25. 

“T was so sure I was going to 
make the trip to West 
Germany, I bought suitcases,” 
remembers Ray. ““When I was 
left out, I was absolutely 
shattered.” 

The pain 
for Pocock when his replace- 
ment Adrian Alston, found 
considerable fame after being 
in the World Cup spotlight. 

Alston went on to play with 
Luton Town and Cardiff City 
in English professional soccer, 
and later played in the North 
American Soccer League. 

Pocock was left in Austra- 
lia, wondering what might 
have been. 

However, Ray Pocock has 
always been a great com- 
petitor and setbacks have been 
shrugged off as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Pocock explains his reasons 
for dropping from the State 
League to the relative obscu- 
rity of the Metropolitan First 
Division. z 

“I'd had too many years of 
State League football inter- 
fering with my private life. I 
was sick of the pressures in- 
volved with training and play- 
ing. 
“This was made worse be- 
cause Sunshine (the club he 
left this season) didn’t have an 
over-abundance of skilful play- 
ers. I had to play for myself if 
I wanted to get anywhere. I 
have nothing against the boys 
at Sunshine, as they are a tre- 
mendous bunch of lads, but the 
way they played didn’t suit 
me ” 


At the start of the season 
Pocock applied unsuccessfully 
for the coaching job at West- 
ern Suburbs. He was bought as 
2 player for $3,000 and Jim 
Pyrgolios was appointed 
coach 

“For the past seven or eight 
years 1 wanted to get into 
coaching,” said Ray, ‘“‘and 
that opportunity came up at 
Western Suburbs Coaching 
has given me a new lease of 
life. 

‘Playing in the Met- 
ropolitan League is easier. The 
pressure is not as great and 
the players at Western 
Suburbs are playing as a team 
and running off me."’ : 

While it is obvious Pocock’s 
coaching has played a big part 
in lifting Western Suburbs into 
a commanding position at the 
top of the First Division, he 
plays down his role. 

“It’s the players who have 
got the team on top,”’ he main- 
tains. “‘We have a lot of ex- 
perienced men and I don’t 
have to tell them what I 
want.” : 

However, in typically 
honest style, Pocock said his 
team was not strong enough to

hold its own in the State Lea- 
gue. 

“Western Suburbs has the 
basis of a good team. There 
are four or five State League 
players in the side but we'll 
have to build on that,”’ he said, 
“Fortunately, the players who 
are good enough are in key 
positions. 

“Once the club gets to State 
League — and I’m not saying 
we have this year’s promotion 
race sewn up — we'll have to 
sperm. 

“With this in mind, I have 
two committeemen scouting 
for players for next season. 
They are watching other First 
Division players because there 
are players in this league good 
enough for State League. 

“Transfer fees in the local 
market are ridiculous. By 
going after First Division 
players the club won't have to 
pay a fortune for a good play- 
er,” 


Pococh said the search al- 
ready had uncovered two 
players and Western Suburbs 
would attempt to buy them if 
the club is promoted 

“If the club wins the 
championship, the support will 
increase and all the spending 
over the past two years will be 
justified,’’ he said. 

“If we miss out this year, I 
don’t think the club will be 
back in the race for another 
three or four years. The 
Greeks won't follow the club if 
Wests doesn’t go up.”’ 

Western Suburbs rise has 
been swift, Pocock said the 
club had probably frown too 
quichly. 

“More professionalism is 
needed,’’ he said. ‘The admin- 
istration should progress as 
the team progresses on the 
field.” 

Ray has more to say about 
administrations later in this 
article. 
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But back to coaching, and 
the influence of Rale Rasic. 

“Rasic is number one as far 
as I’m concerned,”’ said Ray. 
“] could sit and talk for hours 
about the man. 

“He immediately gets re- 
spect from his players. He can 
motivate players to train 
themselves. Rale was such a 
respected figure that when he 
coached me at Melbourne 
Hungaria in 1969 he could 
leave the team alone one train- 
ing night and every player 
would Still train as hard as he 
could,”’ 

Pocock said that after 
coming under Rasic, he start- 
ed hitting his straps and made 
a name for himself in the Vic- 
torian State League. 

“Rale builds confidence in 
players,"’ said Ray. ‘‘One of 
his great attributes is his abili- 
ty to handle players. Even if 
Rale is a strict disciplinarian, 
there are few players who 
would say a bad thing about 
him." 

Rasic’s influence on Pocock 
has been great. He coached 
him at Melbourne for one 
season and later in the Aus- 
tralian national team. Pocock 
said 60% of his coaching 
methods and style had been de- 
rived from Rale. 

“‘When I took over at West- 
ern Suburbs, I had little prac- 
tical experience at coaching, 
admitted Ray. ‘But I’ve 
iearned from the best coaches 
around and what I picked up 
was more than enough to get a 
start in coaching.”’ 

Rasic was the man who 
ruined Pocock’s dreams in 
1974, but Pocock eventually ac- 
cepted that decision. 

“Rasic has no favorites,” 
said Ray. 

The full story of Pocock’s 
shattering experience in 1974 
makes one feel sorry for the 
likeable London-born striker. 
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He was drafted into Rasic’s 
national squad after grabbing 
the limelight in Sydney First 
Grade soccer with Canterbury 
and Marconi. 

In the tension-packed weeks 
preceding the naming of 
Australia’s World Cup finals 
squad, Pocock starred in trial 
games. 

He played in Australia’s 
match against an Auckland XI 
in Sydney. 

In other trial matches for 
Australia, Pocock scored regu- 
larly. The opponents were 
often a NSW select team or 
Australia ‘B’ 

But then tragedy struck. He 
damaged a groin muscle six 
weeks before the squad was 
due to be selected. Australian 
team physician Dr Brian 
Corrigan gave Pocock an al- 
ternative which could have 
changed his destiny. 

“Dr Corrigan left it up to me 
to decide if I would play on 
with the injury,” said Ray. 
“The injury needed rest but 
with so much at stake I had to 
go on. It’s not every day a man 
is in the running to play in the 
World Cup. 

“] continued to play and 
kept knocking in the goals in 
the trial games. I thought | 
was going to make the team 
and that’s when I bought my 
suitcases. 

‘Being left out was a bitter 
blow but I half expected it. I 
was playing well enough, but 
Rale knew I was injured and 
he wasn't about to show favor- 
itism."" 

Groin injuries are most dif- 
ficult to overcome. Pocock 
showed guts to continue play- 
ing with disability. The extent 
of the damage was fully shown 
when, after the World Cup 
squad departed, Pocock 
missed seven weeks of soccer 
recovering. 

Rasic is only one top coach 
Pocock has learned from. He 
played under Leo Baumgart- 
ner, now State coach of NSW, 
and Les Sheinflug, the present 
coach of Marconi who was 
Rasic's assistant in the 1974 
World Cup campaign. 

“Baumgartner is a very 
good coach,” said Ray. *] first 
worked with him when he se- 
lected me to play for NSW. 
Later he took me to Marconi 
from Canterbury. 

“Leo was a brilliant player 
and he used this great ability 
when coaching. He practised 
what he preached and showed 
the players how to do things 
after he had explained what he 
wanted, 

“Baumgartner is a great 
tactician. He would soime- 
times spend an hour before the 
game telling players exactly 
what was expected of them 
and discuss any plans he had 
for the game.” 

Ray claimed tactics were 
not the strong point of Les 
Sheinflug. 

“As a physical conditioner, 
Les was excellent," said Ray. 
“He got players as fit as they 
could be.” 

Sheinflug coached Pocock at 
Canterbury. 

Tactics are given great im- 
portance by Pocock. 

“I place more emphasis on 
tactics than anything else,” 
said Pocock 

More recently, Pocock had 
has the experience of working 
beside Greek superstar Mimis 
Papaiouannou, who is guesting 
with Western Suburbs. 

“Everyone can learn from 
his tremendous  profes- 
sionalism,”’ said Ray. ‘As a 
coach I’ve learned a lot from 
Mimis. I asked him to take 
over a few training sessions 
and he came out with some in- 
credible training techniques. 
Some of the things he came out 
with probably are unknown to 
even Philips League players. 

“But he has made a great 
impact off the field as well. 
We now get up to 150 people 
watching us train because of 
him. One hundred of those 
spectators are youngsters who 

come just to see Papaiouannou 
hick a ball. That does soccer a 
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In 15 years of Australian 
soccer, $20,500 has changed 
hands for the services of Ray 
Pocock. Here’s a breakdown 
of that amount: $1,500 Sun- 
shine to Melbourne, $4,500 
Melbourne to Canterbury, $7,- 
500 Canterbury to Marconi, 
$4,000 Marconi to Sunshine, 
$3,000 Sunshine to Western 
Suburbs, 

That's a lot of money for a 
player who admits he was 4 
‘lazy trainer’ earlier in his ca- 
reer 

Born in Fulham 32 years 
ago, Ray Pocock left school at 
the age of 15 to become and ap- 
prentice with Crystal Palace, 
then in the English Second 
Division. 

However, Pocock soon real- 
ised he would have to put a lot 
more effort into soccer if he 
was to make it as a profes- 
sional. 

“T was a bad trainer and I 
was sure I wouldn't make it in 
pro football,’’ said Ray. ‘‘] was 
with Palace for 18 months and 
played seven reserve games 
before deciding to go to Aust- 
ralia to make a fresh Start, 

“Looking back, I wish I had 
made more of an effort to 
make it with Crystal Palace. 
In Australia 1 soon kicked the 
habit of being lazy and realised 
I didn’t do myself justice with 
Palace. 

“If 1 was six years younger, 
I reckon I'd have another 
crack at professional soccer 
but it’s too late now.” 

Ray’s brother Bobby had 
come to Australia in the early 
sixties to play with Sunshine. 
Because of that link, Ray 
joined Sunshine in 1964 as a 17- 
year-old. 

“Sunshine was in the Met- 
ropolitan League then and I 
found the standard easy,”’ he 
said. ‘I always knew my limi- 
tations but set my sights on the 
State League.” ; 

Ray earned himself a call 
from State League club Mel- 
bourne after helping Sunshine 
record a shock win in the 
Dockerty Cup in 1968. 

Melbourne added Pocock to 
its already strong combination 
but managed to finish only 
fifth. 

Rasic left Melbourne at the 
end of the season and Ken 
Kontra succeeded him for the 
1970 season. , 

However, Les Sheinflug 
heard of Pocock’s deeds, and 
made moves to get the burly 
striker to Sydney. 

“It was the best move of my 
career,”’ said Ray without 
doubt. This comment reflects 
Ray’s opinion that Sydney 
soccer is way ahead of Mel- 
bourne for professionalism. 

“The old argument that 
Sydney always has_ better 
players than Melbourne 
doesn’t carry any weight,” 
said Ray. ‘‘Melbourne has just 
as many good players but 
clubs are run in such as way 
that the players don’t produce 
their best. 

“In Sydney, dedication and 
professionalism are instilled 
into the players. I maintain 
that a player can be a star in 
Melbourne but will not be a 
complete player until he’s 
played in Sydney.” 

Pocock said, plain and sim- 
ply, that Sydney adminis- 
trations are miles ahead of 
those in Melbourne. 

‘The administrations of 
most Melbourne clubs lack 
knowledge of how a club 
should be run,’’ said Ray, 
“Most clubs.down here are run 
by only one or two men, 

“In Sydney, the clubs are 
well organised. The clubs func- 
tion without one or two people 
mahing every decision. 
Players are made professional 
in their attitude and that fits in 
with the overall attitude of the 
club. 

‘Many Melbourne clubs 
think Sydney has the advan- 
tage because of poker machin- 
es and big social clubs. Forget 
it. The clubs aren’t million- 
aires and anyway money

doesn’t guarantee success. 
South Melbourne is one of the 
richest clubs in Australia, but 
look where they are.”’ 

Pocock said the lack of 
knowledge within club admin- 
istrations was holding Mel- 
bourne soccer back. 


“It annoys me to see some 
of the things that go on,” he 
said. “For example, Chris 
Kent was allowed to leave 
South Melbourne and now he’s 
a key player for Adelaide City. 
He shouldn't have been 
allowed to leave." 

Pocock said Melbourne ad- 
ministrations expected 
success to come without any 
planning. 

“Clubs want instant suc- 
cess,’ he said. “‘To get that 
they ignore youngsters and 
buy every player that comes 
on the market. Every season 
brings another attempt to find 
success with frantic buying. 

“But look at Marconi. When 
I was with the club around four 
years ago, the likes of Sharne, 
Degney and Byrne were young 
guys making a start. They 
were given a go, and now Mar- 
coni’s heading for the national 
championship.” 


Pecock called for Mel- 
bourne clubs to introduce a 
new bred of coach. 

"We have had the same 
coaches in Melbourne for too 
long,” complained Ray. “It’s 
about time a few ex-players 
were given a go, guys like John 
Gardiner and Billy McIntyre.” 

Pocockh's excursion into 
Sydney football opened his 
eyes to Melbourne's defects. 
In his firs season with 
Canterbury, Pocock was as- 
sistant coach to Sheinflug, but 
by the time he arrived, the 
club was already in trouble. 

Canterbury was relegated to 
the First Division but bounced 
back the following year. 

Winning the First Division 
championship in NSW was Po- 
coch's first major honor in 
club soccer. 

Ron Dryborough took over 
from Sheinflug to guide 
Canterbury back into the State 
League. 

Pocock started his third 
year with Canterbury with a 
bang. He scored seven goals in 
the Ampol Cup competition 
and this earned him the atten- 
tion of Baumgartner, the Mar- 
coni coach, 

He crossed to Marconi, 
where he signed a two-year 
contract.

As Pocock's playing career 
draws to a close, his coaching 
career is off toa flying start.

“]’m not going to play,”’ he rei- 
terated, ‘but I want to coach a 
State League team.

FRANKSTON CITY, the unassuming club from the bayside suburb 35 
km south of Melbourne, finds itself unbeaten at the top of the State 
League ladder after 14 games. Frankston came fifth in 1977 and 7thin 
1978. For the 1979 season, Frankston appointed Fred Bunce from 
Ringwood City as coach and recruited Noel Mitten and Danny 
McCluskey from Albion Rovers, Ged Bannon from Juventus, Willie 
Coulson from Ringwood City, Tony Young from York City (England), 
Bruce Young from Norwich City (England), and, as short-term guest 
players Martin Peters (Norwich) and Eamonn Bannon (Chelsea). With 
impressive social club facilities at its ground, Centenary Park, 
Frankston now hopes to be admitted to the Philips League. To find 
out why Frankston suddenly is so successful, LAURIE SCHWAB 
conducted the following interview with coach FRED BUNCE ... .- 


Q. Your coaching ob- 
viously had had a lot to do 
with Frankston’s success. 
What area of coaching had 
had the most positive 
effect on the team? 

BUNCE: We've done a 
lot of work on basics. The 
most important thing is 
that when we lose posses- 
sion, we all get behind the 
ball and when we win pos- 
session, we all move for- 
ward. Other teams have 
called us defensive, but 
that’s simply not true. We 
close up opponents wher- 
ever they are on the field. 
We do not retreat and let 
them play out of their own 
half. Instead, the pressur- 
ing starts with the stri- 
hers, Kevin Swinscoe, 
Noel Mitten and Bruce 
Young. This is the single 
most important factor in 
our success so far. 

Sometimes the players 
will slacken off so we have 
to get back to it during 
training all the time. In 
fact. we've been working 
on it all year. 

Q. What about fitness? 
Some of the players — 
McCluskey and Coulson 
for example — appeared to 
be extremely unfit when 
Frankston signed them. 

BUNCE: We have a 
very sandy area of ground 
on which we train. This 
has helped improve fit- 
ness. When other teams 
crumble, ours is still run- 
ning strong. I found early 
in the year that some of 
the players couldn’t pass 
the ball properly over 10 
yards, so we did a lot of 
ball work early. Then the 
committee started com- 
plaining that’ the players 
weren't fit enough and that 
they should be doing more 
running. However, | will 
never do a whole lot of 
physical work without the 
ball. You play with the 
ball, so you should train 
with the ball. 

It tooh probably until the 
middle of the season to 
achieve fitness. As I said, 
we first had to work on the 
basic shills, like the 
amount of pressure ap- 
plied to the ball to make 
passes effective over vary- 
ing distances. We do a 
minimum of hard circuit 
work — maybe only one or 
two laps as fast as possi- 
ble. Most of the fitness is 
gained from doing group 
coaching work. It’s ironic 
that the sandy ground has 
contributed to fitness. At 
first the players com- 
plained that the ground 
made their legs feel heavy. 
Now, if we have to play on 
a muddy ground, for exam- 
ple, we would have a huge 
advantage over all the 
other teams. 

Q. How often does 
Frankston train? 

BUNCE: Twice a week. 

Q. Your methods are dif- 
ferent to those of coaches 
Frankston has had in the 
past. How have the 
players responded? 

BUNCE: They love it, 
especially since they're 
getting success. I'm for- 
tunate to have Billy 
Murray helping me, It 
makes a big difference. If I 
want to work with the stri- 
hers, for example, I’m 
free to do so because Bill 
can take the rest of the 
lads. 

Q. What method do you 
use to coach the players in 
getting behind the half

FRED BUNCE, 339, 
(pictured) was a left 
winger with Watford and 
England for eight years, 
playing alongside such 
excellent players as Cliff 
Holton (ex-Arsenal), 
Tony Harmer (ex-Spurs) 
and, for a short time, 
goalkeeper Pat 
Jennings. 

Bunce scored 22 goals 
in 1964, a record for a 
winger at Watford. 

He later had six years 
as a player with 
Ringwood City 
Wilhelmina in the 
Victorian State League. 
His best season was 
1974 when he polled 20 
votes in the Rothmans 
Medal count. He was a 
midfielder that year. His 
best goalscoring season 
in Australia was 1972 
when he notched eight.

BUNCE: Obviously 
these three have a lot of 
experience behind them 
and are therefore valuable 
men. Tony Young, for 
example, has had a few 
first team games with 
Manchester United. How- 
ever, what pleases me 
most is the contribution 
being made by Bob 
Adams, Danny McCluskey 
and Noel Mitten. They 
have improved 
tremendously. It would 
nave taken a bit longer to 
get from local players 
what we are getting from 
the imports, but with 
coaching, it is possible to 
mould people for the role 
you want them to play. 

Q. It is of course, im- 
poratant to use players ac- 
cording to their strengths. 
You appear to have done 
this with Willie Coulson. 

BUNCE: Yes, he’s now 
the deep-lying central mid- 
fielder. he is not able to do 
as much running as other 
players, and he doesn't 
have to in that position. Of 
course we can’t afford to 
carry anyone and so 
Coulson is doing much 
more running off the ball 
than. he used to do. 
Coulson's greatest asset is 
his ability to play accurate 
passes, long or short and 
we look to him to use that 
ability. 

Q. Did you have any 
problem deciding which 
players to leave out during 
the visit of Martin Peters 
and Eamonn Bannon? 

BUNCE: No, I was 
lucky. Kerth Webster and 
Alan Parrott were both in- 
jured. Keith missed six 
weeks and Alan four 
weeks, so we actually had 
two vacancies. Luckilv. 
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Bob Adams (centre) gets down on his knees to clear the ball. Wa 


both players have recov- 
ered now. Webster has 
been one of our key players 
and as soon as he gets 
match-fit, hell be making 
a strong bid to get back a 
position in the team. 

Q. Would you agree 
‘that some coaches would 
have discarded some of 
the Frankston players as 
‘hopeless cases" instead of 
working to remove their 
weaknesses? 

BUNCE: I'm afraid so. 
However, what is coaching 
all about, if it is not about 
teaching and trying to im- 
prove players? 

Q. As a key man in the 
coaching scheme, do you 
think the scheme is now 
getting sufficient recogni- 
tion? 

BUNCE: [ believe we 
have to get more players 
active in the scheme. 
When a player has been 
through a coaching course, 
he invariably becomes a 
better player apart from 
also having the necessary 
qualifications to become a 
coach when his playing 
days are over. Also, 
players who have gone 
through a course will 
expect more from their 
own coaches when they go 
back to their clubs. 

Q. Going through the 
list of Frankston players, 
could you comment onany

specific coaching that has 
been necessary to improve 
elements of each man’s 
play? Let’s start with the 
goalkeeper, Frank Peter- 
sen. 


BUNCE: Well, Frank's 
been a problem. He 
doesn’t like hard work. 
You have to be on his back 
all the time. Now I’ve got 
the former Slavia and 
Hakhoah goalkeeper, Bill 
Whiteside, giving Frank 
specialised coach — posi- 
tioning for crosses and cor- 
ners, for example. What 
I'm looking for is in- 
creased effort and sharp- 
ness. 


J mentioned McCluskey 
and Adams earlier. As for 
the right. back, Vince Ban- 
non, his great assets are 
effort and tackling. He 
likes to go forward and I 
didn't want to stop hin but 
we had to work on his de- 
fensive duties first. We 
had to work on getting him 
between his defensive and 
attaching positions, so he 
could do two jobs at once 
and not find himself over- 
comitted to the detriment 
of his defensive responsi- 
bilities. 

The left bach, Alan Par- 
rott, is right footed, so he 
had to work on knocking 
the ball up the line with his 
left foot. He would waste

valuable time and some- 
times lose possession just 
by switching over to his 
right, 


Ged Bannon, the right 
midfielder, is an aggres- 
sive type who likes to get 
forward. Like his brother 
Vince, he tended to go too 
far forward and allow 
players to get behind him 
when moves broke down. 
Now we have him running 
at the right time. Also, we 
have Willie Coulson play- 
ing deep to cover in case 
Ged does get caught. 


There are no aspects of 
Tony Young's play that 
really needed to be polish- 
ed up. He's good on the 
ball, he times his forward 
runs well, he gets back 
quickly and he defends 
well, He does a good job as 
the left midfielder. 


Right winger Bruce 
Young is very quick but his 


downfall was trying to 
dribble people from five 
yards. We worked on get- 
ting him two yards from 
the opponent, knocking it 
past him and then going. 
He practised this in train- 
ing games, playing against 
Vince Bannon. 


Our target man, Kevin 
Swinscoe, comes off de- 
fenders very well and goes 
to the ball very quickly. 
There's not much more we 
can do with him. Noel 
Mitten was tried in that 
position at the start but he 
wasn't suited to it. He 
needs someone knocking 
the ball down to him, and 
in Swinscoe he now has 
someone doing this. 





While Martin Peters 
was with us, we started 
getting Swinscoe and 
Mitten to go to the near 
and to the far post. Before- 
hand, they'd both run to 
the same post. 


Keith Webster had 
Coulson’s role before he 
got injured. Keith is more 
mobile than Willie and he 
could easily get back from 
forward positions. How- 
ever, his problem was that 
he was geting too far back 
— as far as the back four, 
meaning they did not have 
him available to give the 
ball to, We worked on play- 
ing him a little bit further 
up. 

Alex Tulloch was a mid- 
fielder or sweeper but I 
had to use him as left back 
at one stage and he did a 
magnificent job in the Cup 
and early league games. 
He broke an ankle in a 
friendly game against 
Doveton and is just getting 
back into action. 


Q. You will obviously 
stay in coaching. How far 
do you hope to go? 


BUNCE: As far as pos- 
sible, of course I'd like to 
step up to the PSL — with 
Frankston or another club. 
But at the moment, all I'm 
worried about is winning 
the State League 
championship. 


Q. Other coaches have 
made comments recently 
about the national squad. 
What are your feelings? 


BUNCE: In my opinion, 
the national coach, Rudi 
Gutendorf, has had enough 
time to select his squad of 
players, Gutendorf has ap- 
pointed coaches in all the 
States to look after the 
national squad candidates. 
I believe the State Direct- 
ors of Coaching should 
have been given those 
jobs. I don’t mean to de- 
tract from the ability of 
any of the men being used 
at the moment but it 
seems to me if you have a 
State coaching director, 
you should use him, I also 
disagree with calling off 
the proposed return game 
against New Zealand. We 
should be playing against 
the best teams we can get 
instead of turning down 
games. After all, we won't 
have a national team until 
after it has played a lot of 
matches.
